2. Citations and explanations: 

Claim 1-10 do not meet the criteria for invnetive step under PCT Article 33(3). The application to Govari is considered to render the 
claims obvious. One of ordinary skill would know that such a device can be used with an electrdoe attached to the body which is 
implanted in the patient. 

Claik 1 1-87 meet the criteria for invnetive step under PCT Article 33(3). The prior art of record does not fairly teach the use of a 
radiographic centroid and an alternating magnetic field. 

Claims 1-87 meet the criteria for novelty under PCT Article 33(2). The prior art does not anticipate the claimed invnetion ina single 
reference.
